On Wednesday, January 9, 1957 at 2:00 P.M. the Coos 
County Delegation held a meeting at the State House in 
Room 304, for the purpose of organization. 

Guy Fortier, having acted as Clerk at the previous meet- 
ing, called the meeting to order and stated that the purpose 
of this meeting was to elect a Chairman, a Vice-Chairman 
and a Clerk. 


Herbert Richardson, Randolph, moved for the nomination of 
Lyle E. Hersom, Northumberland, as Chairman. This motion 
was seconded by Walter O. Bushey, Northumberland. George 
W. W. Graham, Gorham, moved that nominations cease. The 
motion was seconded by Jennie Fontaine, Berlin. Graham 
moved that the Clerk cast one ballot in favor of Lyle E. 
Hersom as Chairman. This was seconded by Jennie Fontaine 
and carried, and Lyle E. Hersom was elected Chairman. 


Hilda C. Brungot, Berlin moved for the nomination of Guy 
Fortier as Clerk.

A communication from Reverend Nadeau was read pertain- 
ing to the prisoners at the County Jail, awaiting trial, as 
follows: 


“Mr. Guy Fortier 
Berlin, N. H. 
“Dear Friend, 


“T address this letter to you, Mr. Fortier, in your role as 
chairman of the Coos County Delegation. My hope is that 
none of the delegates to whom you may show the letter, will 
take it as an accusation or dereliction of duty or trust. This 
is intended to be a mere suggestion for improvement in the 
physical assets of our County Institutions. 

“As you will know, the law requires that prisoners await- 
ing trial be segregated from the inmates at the house of 
correction. It is this aspect of the facilities at W. Sewarts- 
town that I wish to point as insufficient and inhuman, all at 
the same time. 


“Do you realize that some inmates have been locked in 
that cell block for as much as 60 days, without the benefit of 
exercise except in the small inclosure the size of a bath 
room? These men have not seen the sun since their arrest. 
The wild animals in the dingiest circus receive better treat- 
ment than that. The employees of the County Farm, from 
Mr. Lurvey down to the last, the ministers and the priest, 
all of us here, are trying to rehabilitate these men, with 
very little means at our disposal. But these men need more. 
If they are to be rehabilitated, the County will have to spend 
some money in its jail. I would not, say to modernize the 
jail, but simply to make it fit for human habitation. 

“A fifteen minute visit of the jail will convince all the 
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delegates that we lack the bare necessities befitting any 
human being. 

“Hoping this will interest yourself and the members of the 
delegation in this most worthwhile project, I am,

Father Nadeau also spoke on the subject. Commissioner 
Harvey and Commissioner Brungot explained why this situa- 
tion existed, that legally they cannot work these prisoners, 
and they have no place where they can take them out in 
the air to exercise. It would require a yard enclosed with a 
brick wall. Hilda Brungot moved that the Commissioners 
get an estimate of the cost of erecting such a wall. This 
motion was seconded by Rebecca Gagnon, and carried. 

A communication from the President of Coos County His- 
torical Society, Mrs. Anne Twitchell, was read as follows:

“By granting this request, the Society will be able to 
have a display which will not only refresh memories of older 
citizens and educate younger generations, but will attract 
and show many visitors the history of Coos County.

In compliance with the Laws of the State of New Hamp- 
shire, the Commissioners of Coos County present their annual 
report for the year ending December 31, 1957, together with 
the reports of the Treasurer, Clerk of Court, Sheriff, County 
Solicitor, Superintendent of the County Farm, Hospital, 
House of Correction, Jail, and Auditors. 

The County ending the fiscal year 1957 with a net Budget 
Surplus of $17,054.54 and a Cash Surplus of $22,246.68. 

Land was purchased at a price of $1,000.00 at West 
Stewartstown to give the Farm additional water supply. A 
new truck was also purchased at a cost of $2,079.00. 

The floors of various offices in the Lancaster Court House 
were repaired during the year, and some rooms in the Berlin 
Court House were painted. 

Increased expenditures in the Children’s Account were due 
mainly to raises in Board and Care, and increased cost of 
clothing and medical expenses. 

Wages of the County employees were increased to cover 
increased cost of living. . 

The revenue from the County Farm and Hospital amounted 
to $144,483.72. 

To all employees of the County, officials of the Towns and 
the City of Berlin, who have aided us in the administration 
of County affairs, and to all individuals, clubs, and organiza- 
tions who have contributed to the welfare and happiness of 
the inmates at the County Farm and Hospital, we are very 
grateful.

SCOPE OF AUDIT 

Included in the audit and examination were the accounts 
and records of the Board of County Commissioners, County 
Treasurer, Clerk of the Superior Court and Superintendent 
of the County Farm and Hospital. 

FINANCIAL REPORTS 
Comparative Balance Sheets: (Exhibits A & J) 

Comparative Balance Sheets for the fiscal years ended 
December 31, 1954-1955 and December 31, 1955-1956, are 
presented in Exhibits A and J, respectively. As indicated 
therein the Surplus decreased by $10,483.74 in 1955, and in- 
creased by $24,071.65 in 1956.

In the fiscal year ended December 31, 1955, a net overdraft 
of appropriations of $33,602.11, less a revenue surplus of 
$33,190.52, resulted in a net budget deficit of $411.59. 

A revenue surplus of $37,576.01, less a net overdraft of 
appropriations of $12,574.68, resulted in a net budget surplus 
of $25,001.33 in the fiscal year ended December 31, 1956.

ACCOUNTS OF COMMISSIONERS AND TREASURER 

All orders issued by the Commissioners and Clerk of the 
Superior Court during the periods under review were 
examined and compared with the Treasurer’s records. Sup- 
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porting invoices and payrolls were also examined and the 
classification of expenditures noted. Proof of the Treasurer’s 
balance as of December 31, 1955 and December 31, 1956, is 
shown in Exhibits F and O, respectively. 


CLERK OF THE SUPERIOR COURT 
The financial accounts and records of the Clerk of the 
Superior Court of Coos County were examined. Court re- 
ceipts were checked by source, insofar as possible, and found 
to be properly recorded. Court orders issued by the Clerk 
were supported by invoices, vouchers and payrolls bearing 
the approval of a Superior Court Justice. 


COUNTY FARM AND HOSPITAL 

The accounts and records of the Superintendent of the 
County Farm and County Hospital were examined. Receipts 
of the Farm from the sale of milk and cream, wood, live- 
stock and produce, and from boarders were checked by source 
through the triplicate receipt forms. All receipts of the 
Farm and Hospital, as recorded in the cash book, were 
properly accounted for by the Superintendent through de- 
posits in the bank to the credit of the County Treasurer’s 
accounts. 

Classified summaries of receipts and expenditures of the 
County Institutions for the years 1955 and 1956 are presented 
in Exhibits G and P, respectively. 

GENERAL COMMENTS 
Overdrafts of Appropriations: 

It is noted that in the years of 1955 and 1956, there were 
net overdrafts of appropriations amounting to $33,602.11 and 
$12,574.68, respectively. In other words, total expenditures 
for all purposes exceeded total budgetary appropriations by 
these amounts. 

It may be stated, however, that subsequent to the time 
when the County Budget was approved for 1955, the County 
Legislative Delegation authorized the following expenditures:

New Laundry Equipment 6,100.00

In this connection attention is called to New Hampshire 
Revised Statutes Annotated, Chapter 24, Section 15, which 
provides as follows: 

“Mxceeding Appropriations. No county commissioner 
shall pay, or agree to pay, or incur any liability for 
the payment of, any sum of money for which the 
county convention has made no appropriation, or in 
excess of any appropriation so made except for the 
payment of judgments rendered against the county. 
In the case of an emergency, however, county commis- 
sioners may apply to the executive committee which, 
after a public hearing, may grant to the county com- 
missioners authority in writing to make such emer- 
gency payment. Whenever it appears that the 
amount appropriated for a specific purpose will not 
be used in whole or part for such purpose, the county 
commissioners may use such sum to augment other 
appropriations, if necessary, provided the total pay- 
ments for all purposes do not exceed the total sum of 
appropriations in any year made by the county con- 
vention.” 

Whenever it appears that circumstances may make it 
necessary to exceed the total amount of budgetary appropria- 
tions, application should be made by the County Commis- 
sioners to the Executive Committee of the County conven- 
tion for authority to make such emergency expenditures. 
County Hospital — Accounts Receivable: 

It is again recommended that a better system of control be 
inaugurated in connection with accounts receivable. A monthly 
report of this account should be made by the Superintendent 
to the Board of County Commissioners. This would be in 
summarized form as follows:

As part of the audit, verification notices were mailed from 
this office to all parties whose accounts appeared to be un- 
paid according to the County Hospital records. 

Conclusion: 

In accordance with the provisions of Chapter 184 of the 
Laws of 1955, a copy of this report or a summary of its find- 
ings and recommendations (letter of transmittal) should be 
published in the next annual report of the County. This let- 
ter of transmittal should be included in its entirety but the 
publication of Exhibits is optional. 

The appreciation and thanks of this Division is hereby ex- 
pressed to the officials of Coos County and their office staffs 
for the assistance rendered during the course of the audit.
